sure on the front of the bail and a LlctioB 
on its sides, just as 1 be water so manifest­ 
ly does upon a vessel. If the ball is mere­ 
ly moving straightforward ’Me friction is 
the s m e on top and bottom, light and 
left, and the effect is only to slow' the 
forward motion. 
But if the ball rotates

tion) as well as moves forward we have a 
changed relation—a part of the ball’s sur­ 
face is moving against the P" with great­ 
er rapidity that the rest.

Inv a lid* a nd L o n g Life. 
Care is a prime condition <>f continued 
health, even in person* who are physi­ 
cally vigorous, but up to middle life, the 
recuperative force is so strong and active 
that carelessness is the rule. 
Hence, |**r- 
sons who ought to live fourscore years 
and over, die at the age of 00 or under. 
The consumptive—not negh*cting medi­ 
cal aid —may do much toward holding 
his disease in check; jwrhaps may erad i­ 
cate it. 
Let him s|K*nd a large part of 
his time in the open air uixl sunshine; 
take gentle exercise*daily; keep the func­ 
tions of the skin active, by means of 
friction night and morning, 
and 
the 
bowels in habitual good order; and mean­ 
while guard against taking cold. 
To 
settle Lack feebly into the arm chair of a 
sick room, ami dejtend on the m edicines 
of a physician—even the L*st physician 
in the world— is to hasten the progress of 
the disease. 
Most |>eople, when informer! that their 
heart is seriously affected, feel as if there 
was hut a step between them and death; 
hut the heart is a very strong organ, and 
even when greatly obstructed or weak­ 
ened, can manage, with the intelligent 
co-operation of the patient, to kc*«*p the 
blood carrying life through the arteries 
for many years. 
Often it has to force 
the blood through a shriveled opening 
not much larger than a goose quill; and 
this it dot's by working harder, 
thus 
causing its own enlargement. 
But the enlargement may at length 
cause a dangerous thinning of some por 
tion of its walls. 
Sometimes the walls 
of the aorta— the large arterial trunk 
into which the heart empties -low* their 
elasticity, and swell out into a great thin 
tumor (aneurism). Sometimes the tough 
fibers of the heart are changed to fat. 
In such eases a fatal termination may I«* 
long delayed by avoiding undue excite­ 
ment. 
So, too, the diabetic patient may fll 
out a good measure of life, provided he 
is willing to abstain rigidly from c ertain 
kinds nt food. 
Every one knows how 
fatal B rig h t‘s disease is, and y et Bright 
himself, whose researches ivsjH*cting it 
have givc*n his name to it, said, fifty 
years ago, “ W ith care, life may some­ 
times L* prolong!m1 many years, and with 
out care it is materially shortened.” The 
experience of half a century L is con­ 
firmed and

this 
truth.
